lenger useful in the ordinary economy 
of the animal. 

Darwin, Galton, Bateman, and later 
writers on “Heredity” and Mendel’s 
Laws, recognize the fact that the poll- 
ed trait is generally dominant over the 
horned trait. Horns are no longer 
useful to the animal as they in do- 
mestication no longer need weapons 
for defence. The scientists, however, 
are in doubt as to whether the polled 
trait arising in animals that have 
been bred for generations with horns, 
is a proof due, probably to domesti- 
cation, or whether it is a recession to 
a trait that went into the make up of 
tiie breed during its origin. 

I believe that it is an established 
fact that the St. Lambert family of 
Jerseys produced animals naturally 


polled and occasionally animals with 
dwarf or loose horns; the dwarf 
horns being shells without bone in 
their interior, attached loosely to the 
skin so that they could be moved by 
the hand. The polled Jerseys now 
recognized as a separate breed in 
America, I am informed are descend- 
ed from the St. Lambert family and 
the polled trait is attributed to that 
family, indicating that it is a reces- 
‘sion. : 

The Gwynne, Phillys and White 
Rose families of short horns form the 
origin for the polled short horns of 
America, and one family of Herefords 
form the basis for the polled Heref- 
ords. Therefore, the indications are 
that this polled trait in the Holstein 
family probably is a recession, and 
my investigations have led me to be-

‘The 
sire of No. 16, 17, 18, 19, was Korndyke 
Hengerveld Gerben De Kol, whose sire 
and dam_ were descendants of 
De Kol 2nd, whose two grand sires 
and two grand-dams were also des- 
cendants of De Kol 2nd. Out of his 
four great grand-sires three were De 
Kols, and of his four great grand-cams 
three were De Kols. The dam of this 
bull’s sire’ traces through Inka Pet 
Pauline, Korndyke Queen’s De Kol, 
Korndyke Queen to Belle Korndyke, 
dam of Pontiac Korndyke. 

I am informed that he was natur- 
ally polled, and evidently proved that 
in his case the polled trait was domi- 
nant over the horned. 


My researches have satisfied me be- 
yond any reasonable doubt that this 
polled trait is a recession and comes 
principally through the De Kol family. 
The prevalence of the custom of de- 
horning, either with a saw, the clip- 
pers or caustic, is evidence that the 
hornless trait is a desirable one, and 
if it can be produced by natural se- 
lection without sacrificing the dairy 
qualities sought for in the breed, it 
certainly would be a desirable acquisi- 
tion. I am satisfied that it can be 
done in a very limited number of gen- 
erations though it is probable there 
will occasionally be a recession to the 
horned type. 


You cannot be sure that the progeny 
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of a polled animal will be polled by 
any known law, it must be proved by 
trying out the animal. 

The first and only eight calves sired 
by the bull Pietje Ormsby Segis 
Burke, No. 88771, have all been natur- 
ally hornless, seven of them were 
males and one female. He has been 
used on several horned cows that will 
freshen in the near future, if they also 
are polls he will prove the dominance 
of the polled trait in his breeding. 

Correspondence with Mr. Chase at 
Woodcrest Farm has demonstrated 
that one half-sister, viz: Woodcrest 
Jacqueline is a natural poll. 

My experience with the grade polls 
leads me to believe that in two or 
three generations of selection, the 
‘horned trait will be practically ob- 
literated, and I believe this can be 
done without sacrificing any of the 
good qualities of the breed, for this 
herd certainly represents all of the 
leading families famous in the breed. 

Before the purchase of this herd I 
disposed of every grade animal and 
have nothing on the farm now except 
registered animals.

COLOR-FAD ECHOES FROM CALI- 
FORNIA. 


Editor H-F ‘World:— 

The fact that my subscription to 
the World has expired just came to 
my mind, and I am _ enclosing here- 
with my renewal. To get along with- 
out the “World” would be a_ severe 
punishment to me, as I consider it 
bigger and better than ever. Al- 
though at present I am not actually 
engaged in breeding Holstein-Freis- 
ians on the coast, my interest in this 
fascinating as well as profitable enter- 
prise is as keen as ever. The week- 
ly sketches appearing in the World 
contributed by Mr. Maurice Prescott 
are so complete in every particular 
that they should command attention 
of all interested in this great breed of 
cattle, (as well as to the advocate of 
other breeds, should they desire to 
know what is going on around them.) 
Young breeders or rather new-comers 
in our ranks cannot help finding these 
articles instructive towards selections 
as to the mating animals, ete. And 
by all means these issues should ke 
kept on file by breeders for future 
reference, asthe valuable information 
contained therein is indispensable. 

As before stated I am not con- 
nected with any breeding establish- 
ment in California, nevertheless, I’> 
in a position to Know what others are 
doing towards accomplishing the pres- 
ent high development of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed. It is worth while to 
note the results that have been  at- 
tained within recent years, and when 
one ventures a prediction as to the 
limit of the Holstein-Friesian cows’ 
production, he is usually outdistanced 
by the report coming from Mr. Gard- 
ner announcing the result of a late 
achievement. But this is only one of 
the many good things we might say 
of the Holstein-Friesian cow, and that 
she is destined to receive the ap- 
proval of the most prejudiced and 
misinformed is inevitable. 

I have also taken particular notice 
of the articles pertaining to the color 
fad, and I agree with your views as 
expressed. Nevertheless, that some 
readers will misinterpret the facts as 
they appear, and thinking more of 
their financial welfare and popular 
demand will turn towards the dark 
colored animals as preferenc, and in 
a few years we'll be confronted with 
the same situation as at present, only 
reversed. Personally, I have great 
faith in the future of the Holstein- 
Friesian cow, and I attribute her pres- 
ent laurels to a large degree to that 
which nature bestowed upon her, con- 
stitution size and make-up, thereby 
giving her capacity to devour large 
quantities of roughage and converting 
the same into milk. In my opinion 
color fadism, high per cent of fat and 
some of the other popular manifesta- 
tions are a detriment to the welfare 
of the breed. I really believe that the 
future dairy queen will be (not: the 6

per cent kind) but a_ truly typical 
Holstein-Friesian resembling the earl- 
ier importations and giving a quanti- 
ty of milk yet unheard o1, containing 
a normal per cent of fat. 

In concluding( although I’m afraid 
I have used too much space already) 
allow me to add that I have only re- 
cently sold a one-half interest in my 
young herd sire “Cornucopia Contest 
Champion” to Mr. John H. Barron of 
Munda, N. Y. Although Mr. Barron 
has but a small herd, he realizes the 
vlaue of a sire in whose pedigree is 
embodied large producers—all of 
which possess individual merit. The 
dam of the “Champion” is the only 
cow iin the world to make _ world’s 
milk records for three consecutive 
years. They are viz: 72 lbs. as a 
yearling; 103 lbs. as a 2-year-old; 118 
Ibs. at 3 yrs. This wonderful heifer 
is of perfect conformation and is still 
under full age. And the question aris- 
es, What may be expected of her at 
maturity? The Champion will  re- 
main at “Ravens Wood” Farms, 
Hunt, N. Y., the balance of the pres- 
ent season, and at Mr. Barron’s farm 
in ‘Munda, N. Y. after Nov. Ist.

A SYSTEM OF LIVE STOCK IM- 
PROVEMENT LAUNCHED BY 
THE CANADIAN DEPART- 

MENT OF AGRICULTURE. 
By John Ferguson. 

A system of Co-operat.ve Live 
Stock Improvement has been guc- 
cessfully launched by the Canadian 
Depariment of Agriculiure as -ndi- 
cated in a letter from Mr. John 
Bright, Canadian Live Stock Commis- 
sioner, to the writer June 13th, with 
information specially prpared _ for 
ih.s convention as follows: 

Real:zing that inability to secure 
the use of well-bred male animais is 
at the present time one of the great- 
est difficulties standing in the way 
of live stock developement in many 
parts of Canada, particularly in the 
newly settled districts, the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, through 
the Live Stock Branch, is this year 
undertaking a widespread  distribu- 
tion of pure-bred stallions, bulls, 
rams and boars. The original cost of 
the animals will be borne by the De- 
partment and they will be placed in 
the hands of such local organizations 
as agree to the conditions governing 
the distribution. In a word, these 
sires will remain the property of the 
Department, but the local  associa- 
tions will be responsible for their 
proper maintenance and wmanage- 
ment under the general supervision 
of Officers of the Live Stock Branch. 
In the case of stallions, the members 
of the associations will also be _ re- 
quired to pay a fee covering an an- 
nual insurance premium. 

All animals distributed will be 
bought from nome breeders and will 
be Canadian bred. As far as possible, 
they will be purchased in the prov- 
ince in which they are to be placed. 
In this way Canadian breeders will 
receive encouragement and their mar- 
ket will be increased not only directly 
but also indirectly through the em- 


phasis given throughout the country 
to the value of pure-bred sires. It 
may be added that it is not the in- 
tention to place the animals in dis- 
tricts where suitable male animals of 
the same class are already owned by 
private individuals. The aim is rath- 
er to aid sections where  pure-bred 
sires are lacking in following a prop- 
er and intelligent system of breeding. 


All bulls to be distribuied will be 
purchased subject to the’ tuberculin 
test and only stallions which have 


passed a rigid veterinary inspection 
for soundness will be selected. 

In order to take advantage of this 
form of assistance it is required that 
a number of farmers :n any section 
shall undertake the organization of a 
local association in whose hands such 
sires as are loaned there to may be 
placed. To facilitate the work and 
to assist those interested in complet- 
ing an organization provision is made 
for an officer of the Branch to visi 
the districts from which application 
are received. 

Already this movement on the part 
of Dominion authorities has stimu- 
lateu greatly increased activity 
among Canadian stockmen. 

The system instituted by the Ontar- 
io Provincial Government is indicated 
in a personal letter from W. B. Road- 
house, Deputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture.

tribution of pure-bred sires and the 
encouragement of community breed- 
ing. I am very glad to give you all 
the information available in reference 
to our experience as far as we have 
gone. 

About a year ago we announced a 
plan along these lines for the _ en- 
couragement of the live stock indus- 
try in the newer settled districts of 
what is known as New Ontario. The 
area was divided into six districts, 
and it was announced that we would 
be prepared to form four Live Stock 
Associations in each of these districts. 
To each Association with a minimum 
of twelve members we offered, free 
of charge, 5 rams, 2 boars or a bull. 
The Association was called upon to 
make its own arrangements for tak- 
ing care of the animals thus placed at 
their disposal. 

‘The plan immediately attracted 
great interest and the number of As- 
sociations was very quickly reached,

There is no doubt 
that horns on prim- 
itive races of cat- 
tle were useful as a means of defense 
against natural enemies. Cattle in do- 
mestication, however, no longer need 
these defensive appendages. 

Where cattle are herded together, 
frequently in close quarters, horns be- 
come not only a menace to the herds- 
man and others, but often inflict in- 
jury on weaker members of the herd. 
In consequence the practice of dehorn- 
ing cattle has become quite common. 

This practice, however, is admitted- 
ly, a more or less cruel and barberous 
infliction, and generally leaves a dis- 
figuring stub which detracts from the 
beauty and something from the market 
value of the animal. 

Elsewhere in this number of the 
World we give an extended account of 
a naturally polled herd of pure-bred 
and highly bred registered Holstein- 
Friesian cattle. It will not be neces-

sary to say much in this connection, re- 
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garding this herd, as it is quite com- 
prehensively treated in the article re- 
ferred to, but we wish to express our 
appreciation of the persistent efforts 
of Mr. Geo. E. Stevénson of Scranton, 
Pa., in establishing this fine herd of 
naturally hornless Holstein-Friesians. 
His foresight and energy has es- 
tablished an additional character to 
increase the popularity of the breed so 
grandly achieved. Those who admire, 
or for any reason prefer polled cattle 
can now breed them and will no longer 
need to resort to brutal mutilation. 
We congratulate Mr. Stevenson in 
his good fortune in securing so splen- 
did a bred sire as Pietje Ormsby Segis 
Burke, No. 88771, combining the best 
strains of the breed, to head his herd.

Averages 
tell more truth than any extreme. 
These sayings are the precipitate of 
the wisdom of the ages. 

We have seen both sides of the color 
fad as applied to Holstein-Friesian 
cattle, and while the darks have the 
advantage so far as records of pro- 
duction go there has been no evidence 
adduced to show that the records were 
the result of color markings in any 
case. Such a proposition would 
doubtless be scouted by the _ ex- 
tremists on both sides. : 

Holstein-Friesians are not black 
and WHITE, neither are they BLACK 
and white, but BLACK AND WHITE, 
and the nearer you get to pure black, 
or the nearer you get to pure white, 
the farther you get from a typical 
Holstein-Friesian. Should you reach 
either extreme, you would, in the 
eyes of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, have eliminated the 
Holstein-Friesian, and such an animal 
would no longer be eligible to registra- 
tion in the Association Herd-Books. 
Why essay to aproach as near as pos- 
sible to this dangerous extreme? 

Even markings are the _ typical 
markings; it has been shown that it 
is the consensus of opinion from an 
aesthetical standpoint that the evenly 
marked animal, other things being 
equal, is the handsomer animal. 

Our Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry has said: “Adherence to any 
fad is not only detrimental to any 
breed, but also has a tendency to nar- 
row the market for stock of that 
breed.” This is selfevident and ine- 
vitable. Some will always object toa 
very light animal; and some will al- 
ways object to a very dark animal, 
but who ever heard an objection to 
an evenly marked animal on account 
of the markings? 

Then here is “Where we are at” and 


“Where are 


where “we should get off”—Avoid the 
dangerous extremes, keeping as near 
the middle course as_ possible and 
maintain the highest production, 
Breed for even markings, for typical 
Holstein-Friesian markings, for the 
markings that please everybody and 
are objected to by none. This is the 
height of wisdom not only from an 
aesthetic but from an economic stand- 
point.

Again the almost increditable has 
become a fact; a  Holstein-Friesian 
cow has produced fat enough for 41 
1-4 pounds of commercial butter in 
seven consecutive days and for one 
hundred and s:xty pounds butter in 
thirty days. Admitedly ihe pdoduc- 
tion is abnormal; no critic need urge 
that point, for every Holstein-Fries- 
ian breeder grant it. The  produc- 
tion is abnormal just as the mile 
heats of the trotting horses are ab- 
normal; but just as the mile heats 
have resulted in improvement of our 
driving horses, so the short-time test 
has resulted in improving the aver- 
age capacity of Holstein-Friesian 
cows. I have not space here to dis- 
cuss the matter further, and can only 
say that K. P. Pontiac Lass, former- 
ly known as Spring Farm Pontiac 
Lass, has broken the seven and thir- 
ty-day records by productions of 
35.343 lbs. fat from 585.9 milk in sev- 
en days, and 137.198 lbs. fat from 
2,316.4 lbs. milk in thirty days. In 
the last issue of these reports I made 
mention of the thorough authentica- 
tion of the tests at Spring Farm and 
any comment that the results shown 
by K. P. Pontiac Lass are wonderful 
would be little more than banal. 


Another of our 1,000 pound butter 
cows has freshened, and again it is 
shown that the semi-official test is 
one of the greatest developing agen- 
cies for milk production known. In 
illustration, Caroline Paul Parthenea, 
whose yearly record is 888.11 lbs. fat 
from 21,966.3 lbs. milk, now appears 
with a 7-day record of 27.886 lbs. fat 


from 608.5 lbs. milk and a 30-day rec- 
ord of 113.915 lbs. fat from 2,605.9 
Its. milk. Another great record of 
27.508 Ibs. fat from 539.5 Ibs. milk in 
seven days, 103.157 lbs. fat from 
2,220.6 lbs. milk in thirty days, is 
made by Tweede De Kol Lass; and 
luis great record shows that she is a 
worthy ram of so great a cow as her 
daughter K. P. Pontiac Lass above 
mentioned. Never before have I been 
able to announce the records of such 
a dam with such a daughter.

in fact, some thirty Associations 
have been organized in all these dis- 
tricts, and we have had a_ consider- 
able demand from other points for 
similar organizations. During the 
past few months we have forwarded 
to the Associations the following num- 
ber of animals:— 

28 bulls, 

15 rams, 

2 boars. 
These were mainly’ shipped this 
spring, and consequently, as you 
will readily understand, it is yet too 
early to have any definite informa- 
tion as to the further working of the 
plan. The idea was to assist the sett- 
ler to get interested in the right types 
and classes of live stock, and also to 
develop conimunity breeding, and 
there are many indications that both 
these purposes will be accomplished 
to a very considerable degree. 


Since this plan has been startea, 
the Federal Government has adopced 
a similar scheme by which they will 
assist organizations in all parts of 
Canada by placing at their disposal 
male animals, including stallions in 
addition to those included in our As- 
sociation. They are now proceeding 
with their organizations, which will 
of course be largely confined to those 
districts which have not been sup- 
plied by private enterprise. 

In addition to the plans above out- 
lined, there are a number of cases in 
the province where stallions have 
been purchased co-operatively and by 
syndicates, and these too, I believe, 
have had a very beneficial effect. 

If there is any further information 
which we can place at your disposal, 
we shall be very glad to do so. 

While the Governments of Canada 
are unusually paternal in their atti- 
tude, there are several points in the 
Canadian system which may well be 
noted by this convention and carried 
back to the country.
